Mr. Roosevelt has hitherto publicly 


denied that MX. Storer

authorized to represent him in this 
manner, and the Ireland letters now- 
published by Mrs. Storer have 
the 


ffect of making much sharper 
the 


ssue cf veiacity between the Storers 
nd the ex-president. 


Mrs. Storer's letter to the Republi- 


can seeks to prove, on the testimony 
of Archbishop Ireland, that

dent Roosevelt

no one was held 
responsible 
and

riminal prosecution,

The legislative graft investigation 


developed, through H. H. Vreeland. 
who was for years president of 
the 


Metropolitan that it made vast con- 
tributions to both political 
parties 


and it took up the stock holdings of 
politicians at a figure where 
they 


made a profit, no matter what the 
market price of the stock. 


W. W. Cole, a traction engineer, 


admitted receiving check for SSOOO 
for the settlement of a claim for per- 
sonal injuries of a person who did 
net eixst and this money went into 
the "yellow dog" fund. 
These are 


isolated instances of what is expect- 
ed to be revealed of the widespread 
robbery of the stockholders of the 
company. The attorneys are endeav- 
oring to find out of they cannot fore 
the directors and officials of the com- 
pany who paid out this money fraud- 
uiently to turn it back into the cof- 
fers of the corporation.

.In many cases, though he seems to 
be having a very gay and good time 
with some girl, he is all the while 
making mental comparisons in his 
wife's favor, and thanking heaven 
she has more sense than the giddy 
thing that seemingly Is absorbing his 
attention. 


A man because he marries does 
not lose his interest In women. He 
likes to talk to them and have a 
good time with them probably quite 
as much as before marriage. As the 
world goes such conduct is often 
called flirtatious. Bfut a wife Is very 
foolish to worry over such affairs. 
When a rr,aa begins to spend his 
evenings away from his wife and in 
the company of some other woman, 
when he send? this other woman 
gifts, then, indeed. 18 a cloud arising 
that may obscure the sun of domes- 
tic happJaess. But the mere pleas- 
antries which many a man enjoys 
with a woman other than his wife, 
while she may not approve of them, 
need cause her no worry.

They 
must suppress mutinies, prevent smug- 
gling and illicit seal hunting; they must 
examine shins' papers, enforce quar- 
antine regulations, supply lighthouses 
and in general do all kinds of police 
work. 
Then. too. they hare been 


dubbed "the messenger boys of the 
seas." 


Alexander Hamilton was the father 


of the revenue cutter service, for it 
was under his administration of the 
treasury department thai, in 1791. ten 
cutters were built and put in commis- 
sion uuder rules of bis own devising. 
In time of peace the cutters are under 
the supervision of the treasury depart- 
ment, but iu times of war they are 
transferred to that of the navy depart- 
ment. Since the war of 1812 they hare 
always rendered excellent service In 
the event of armed hostilities. Every 
one remembers the remarkable work 
done by the McCulloch. under Dwey, 
at the battle of Manila Bay.—New York 
Press.
